T1 them with an Impartial Regard tott "Zir Nec fhicies, and the Suws of Money that were brought in upon theſe Our former 1 etters Patents, 
| are now qnite exhauſted,ſo that notwithſtandi abatemenr\ / thoſe Numbers by the i<wca of many of theu inco their own Native 
Country 1n Our Service, orothery ſe ; yet thoſe that remain ir. this Kingdom, : being above Twenty Five Thouſand Perſons, the great- 
eſt part of them Women and Children, who muſt periſh with want if they are notkept alive by the Charity of Our good SubjeQts of this Kingdom, which-We trult,(be- 
ing ſenſible of the preſſing Neceſſity) will not thiok ir ſtrange to ſee a ſecond Colleftion of their Charity come ſo foon after the former. 'We do therefore exhort and re- 
quire all Our good SubjeCts of this Kingdom, duly to conſider the Neceſſities of theſe their Brethren, and todo for them on this Occaſion,that which they would expe®t from 
others if they were reduced into the like Condition ; not doubting but that many good Chriſtians, _ touch'd with a deep ſenſe of their {fad and deplorable'Condition, 
will even ſtreighten themſelves in their unneceſſary Expences, that ſo they may be able to. contribute the more largely upon ſuch anextraordinary-Occalion, for His ſake,

Wherefoze; WeRequire and Command all and ſingular the Archbiſhops aud Biſkyps of all the Dioceſſes in both Provinces within Our Kingdom of Exgland, and Domini- 
-on of Wales,(unto whole Paternal Care and InſpeQtion We chiefly Recommend the purſuit of theſe Our Letters Patents,) That they, and every of them, dogive a particular 
Recommendation and Command to all the Parſons, Vicarsand Curates of all and every the Pariſhes, andother places as well within Liberties as without, within their reſpe- 

Qive Dioceſſes, for the Advancament of this {o Pious and Charitable a Work.

Feieions, thata Regiſtry bekept of Receiptsand Disburſements to bealways ready for Our Royal View, and the View of BenefaCtors and others concerned ; and alſo, 
that the particular Sum each Pariſh gave may remain asa perpetual Record of their Charity, and as an Encouragement to future Ages : For which care of the ſaid Regilter, 
- the ſaid OrmmjGoners,or any Five or more of them, (whereof Two to be of the Quorwn as aforeſaid) are hereby impowered to make ſuch Allowances to ſuch Perion gr
